So it was early adjournm ent 
yesterday and a hurried packing of 
grips and away, free from the b urdens 
of state for two whole days. 
The senate decided yesterday that 
the election of a United States senator 
b e made a special order of b usiness 
nex t Tuesday morning at 11 o'clock, 
and that a committee of two b e aiv 
pointed to arrange with the house for 
the joint meeting. 
Senators Shive'y 
and McCarty are the Democrats who 
will make speeches nominating John 
W. Kern for United States senator, 
and Senators Grub e, Proctor and oth­ 
ers will make addresses in seconding 
the nomination. 
For the Repub licans, 
Senator Wood will nominate Alb ert J. 
Beveridge, and he will b e followed b y 
seconding speeches b y Senators Durre 
and Gavit. 
Twenty-five new b ills were intro­ 
duced in the senate. 
The b ill provid­ 
ing for the filling of vacancies in town 
offices b y appointment instead of elec­ 
tion was passed, and the b ill for the 
election of county school superinten­ 
dents b y popular vote was killed after 
a spirited deb ate. 
Among the b ills in­ 
troduced was one b y Senator Hauck 
for the ab olishment of county councils 
and township advisory b oards. 
W ants District Sc hools Re s tore d. 
“The old-fashioned school meeting,” 
and “the little red schoolhouse” were 
b rought to the fore b y Senator Pow­ 
ers in defense of his b ill for the popu­ 
lar election of county superintendents. 
He also ob jected to tin* hold some in­ 
efficient superintendents seem to have 
on office. 
“In our county we find our county 
superintendent has held office for the 
last twenty years,” said Powers. “We 
can’t get him out. 
It makes no differ­ 
ence when new trustees come in. 
He 
gets the job . 
The troub le with our 
school system has b een that we are 
taking the rights of the people away 
and giving them to b oards of educa­ 
tion. 
Our old-fashioned school m eet­ 
ing is gone, 
i am in favor of placing 
I the regulation of the school system in 
the hands of the fathers and m others 
and putting the little red schoolhouse 
b ack on the sections where they used 
to b e and where they b elong.” 
Senators Hauck and Jackson, who 
favored indefinite postponement and 
who are memb ers of the committee on 
elections, argued that the election b y 
the people would put the office into 
politics, especially as the Powers b ill 
provided for elections in presidential 
years. 
Senators Ratts and Grub e took 
sharp issue saying that the office al­ 
ready is as deep in politics as it can 
get. 
“The office of county superinten­ 
dent is controlled and dominated b y 
politics more than any other office, and 
is as corrupt as any,” declared Grub e. 
“Men have b een known to b uy the of­ 
fice.” 
The roll call showed tw enty 
senators favoring the sub stitution of 
the minority report, which was favora­ 
b le to the b ill, and twenty-eight for in­ 
definite postponement. 
Asks F c r Votes For Wome n. 
In the house twenty-one new b ills 
were introduced, including one in fa 
vor of female suffrage in Indiana; an­ 
other to m ake Columb us Day, Oct. 12, 
a legal holiday; one to require prop­ 
erty holders to pay for pavement of 
street 
intersections, and another to 
provide that impeachment proceedings 
against any pub lic official 
may b e 
started b y a tax payer. 
The wom an’s suffrage b ill was in­ 
troduced at the request of Mrs. A. D. 
Leach of Sullivan, president of the 
Sullivan County Bar association, and 
ita te president and organizer for the 
Political Equality association, a na­ 
tional organization with an Indiana 
b ranch. 
The b ill has no relation to 
one proposed b y the Indiana Woman's 
League, which proposes to introduce 
a b ill providing that all women shall 
b e given the right to vote in city elec­ 
tions. 
The Tingle b ill for im peachment of 
public officials attracted considerab le 
attention. 
Under its provisions any 
tax payer or organization of tax payers, 
a cting through the name of any one of 
their numb er, may petitiim the circuit 
co urt for impeachment, and it b e­ 
co mes incumb ent on the court to act 
Repo rts were heard from a numb er 
o f committees, and in this connection 
Spea ker Veneman ca lled the attention 
o f the ho use to o ne o f the rules, the 
enfo rcing o f which will go fa r to wa rd 
eco no my . He told a h co m mittees tha t 
wh« n they repo rt o n a bill the printing 
ef which wo uld be ua eletc, the} sho uld 
reco mmend tha t the bill be no t printed.
